Toward the end of a long day 
I found Mayor Ed Selby stand¬ 
ing in the doorway of his com¬ 
fortable home at the end of Rio 
Vista street in Bridgeport. News 
from the community had been 
scarce and The Journal sent me 
out to see how things were 
going. Bridgeport, by the way, 
has the oddest church In the 
world, and I wanted to see that, 
too. 

As I came into the village I 
noticed that the street was 
clean, flowers were thriving in 
the parkway and the homes were 
well kept. Charles Hughes, who 
lives farther north on Rio Vista 
street, was repairing the roof of 
his house, damaged by the re¬ 
cent windstorm. 

Mayor Selby was all by him¬ 
self and when I arrived he was 
just ready to sit down to dinner. 
He Invited me in and we sat 
down with our chairs clo.se to¬ 
gether on the tile floor. Throw¬ 


ing aside official dignity, the 
mayor chatted with me for 
awhile before we got down to 
business. I liked the twinkle in 
his blue eyes and the winning 
smile he turned on now and 
then. 

Despite the fact that he is 
mayor. Mr. Selby’s dinner menu 
was simple. Just about what 
the rest of us are likely to eat— 
spinach and bacon and bread, 
with coffee. 

"I’m not a heavy eater,” he 
remarked. ”I find that I feel 
better if I don’t eat too much.” 

Now and then I glanced about 
the room and noticed how snug 
and comfortable his quarters 
were. One thing that impressed 
me was the fact that there were 
four alarm clocks In sight, one 
on a table by the window, two 
on top of the food cupboard, and 
one hanging beside a cook stove.

I Frank J. Navin, 64, owner of 
. the world champion Detroit 
I Tiger Baseball club, died to¬ 
day within an hour after he 
fell from a horse at the De¬ 
troit Riding p i Hunt club. It 
was not determined whether death 
was due to a heart attack or to 
injuries suffered in the fall. 

Navin was riding ahead of Mrs. 
Navin on the bridle path when 
she saw him fall. She summoned 
help from the club, Mr. and Mrs. 
L. W. Droeger, who managed the 
club, found the widely known 
sportsman in tail grass alongside 
the path, unconscious and with 
his hand clutched over his heart. 

He was taken to the hospital 
where he died without regaining 
consciousness. 

Was Not Thown 
Mrs. Droeger said that appar¬ 
ently Navin was not thrown from 
the horse. She said the stirrups 
and tack were in place, and that 
the mount, an Irish jumper, was 
known as a gentle animal. 

Navin was a figure in big time 
baseball for 30 years and was vice 
president of the American league. 

Had Great Stars 
Around him he gathered some 
of the brightest stars of baseball 
including Ty Cobb, Hughie Jen¬ 
nings, Sam Crawford, Bill Dono¬ 
van and Mickey Cochrane, the 
man on whom he gambled $100,- 
000 and won. 

Navin’s Tigers won five 
American league pennants but 
only one world series champion¬ 
ship, which fate and baseball 
luck decreed should be his this 
fall—his last in baseball. 

1 Mickey Cochrane, manager of 
the Tigers, was crushed when in¬ 
formed by telephone of Mr. Na- 
vin's death. He canceled his res¬ 
ervations for a trip to New York 
planned for today. 

Had Great Plans 
"This is terrible,” said Coch¬ 
rane. “We had been together a 
lot during the past two weeks 
and had planned to spend a lot of 
time together before the spring 
training season opened. We had 
some great plans for the club and 
Mr. Navin was especially inter¬ 
ested in additions to it for next 
year.”

Former Treasury Head 
Says It Threatens 
Nation's Solvency 

CHIf'AGO, Nov. 13. <JPi Ogden 
L, Mills, former secretary of the 
treasury, .said yesterday the 
United States is faced with a fis¬ 
cal problem that "threatens our 
national solvency and invites a 
major disaster." 

"Until unemployment is solved 
there can be no sound recovery," 
he said in an aUtiress prepared for 
delivery before the Chicago Ro¬ 
tary clubs. 

"Forty million employed cannot 
carry indefinitely the dead wc'ght 
of ten million unemployed." he 
said. "Our national economy can¬ 
not bear the load. The feileral 
credit must break uniier the con¬ 
tinuously increasing strain." 

Mills said the problem of unem¬ 
ployment is a major one becau.se 
“the policies of the administration 
have been better calculated to per¬ 
petuate the evil than to terminate 
it." 

"There was and is only one way 
to cure unemployment- that is to 
increase production." ho declared. 
"The way to increase pnxiuction 
is to stimulate buying by giving 
the consumer the benefit of lower 
prices for fini.shed products: and 
simultaneously to create condi¬ 
tions which will invite the flow of 
capital into producers goods or 
heavy industries, thus increasing 
current purchasing power by 
transforming savings into wages. 

"The administration elected to 
do just the opposite: to re.strict 
production, to force up coats and 
prices, and to paralyze the flow 
of capital by fi.scal anri monetary 
prdicies that ilestroy indispensable 
confidence."

Half Century Old, Bishop Reveals 


taais of reg-jiation* by the state 
department of health as to the

For several years nurserymen 
have been discussinir standardiza¬

In 1915 the standardization law- 
covered two pages of the statute

This is not the whole story either, 
as the agricultural laws were codi¬ 
fied in 1933. which resiilted in con¬ 
densation of many of the previous 
enactments. 

This sustained development 
proves the feasable application of 
the law. and its breadth of ap¬ 
plication proves its u.«efulness.

Rilling Still doverns 
This ruling still governs inter¬ 
state .shipments, and was in effect 
.SIX years prior to the enactment 
I of the California law of 1917 
: which -A-as a parallel of this ruling 
I On Jan. 2i. 1913. the United 
■ States department of agriculture 
also ruled that if there w-as more 
than 15 per cent of the citrus fruit 
' in a container that sho'.ved more 
than 15 per cent drying out due 
to freezing Injury, it was adulter¬ 
ation. and could not be offered for 
, sale This was the basis for the 
frost law enacted by California in 
, 1915. It is thus now- enforceable 
I by both the state and federal gov- 
j emm.ents. 

This all shows that in these two 
impor*ant pha.ses the federal stat¬ 
utes have led the way. and are in 
full .support of the principles in¬ 
volved. 

In addition to the.se. there has 
.since been added to the state law- 
control o'.-er by-products fruit, 
i containers, and mislabeling. 

This has sho-A-n how- stan-lard- 
ization of citrus friiits has devel¬ 
oped: but. in order to realize how- 
e.xter.sive standardization has be¬ 
come. its application to other com- 
mod;tie.s .should be understood. 

.Apples Preceded Citrus 
Standardization of apples has 
existed as long as that of citrus. 
Apples, how-ever. have a definite 
standard, because apple grades are 
established by law-, defining just 
what type may be packed in each 
grade. This has been a la'Ar for 
16 or 1 % years, and has been very- 
successful. In fact, it has been so 
successful that in 1933 a similar 
grade law w-as enacted for aspar¬ 
agus. It might be of intere.st at 
this point to state that Idaho has 
had a law establishing grades for 
potatoes for .several years, and its 
legality has been upheld by the 
supreme court 

Altogether there are 34 com¬ 
modities included in the standard¬ 
ization of fruits, nuts and vege¬ 
tables. Tw-o of the.se. honey and 
celery, w-ere added at the last ses¬ 
sion of the legislature. In addition 
to these, there are additional 
standardization regulations for 
canned food, field crops, seeds, 
eggs, fertilizers, spray materials 
feed stuffs, milk, milk products.

Standardization w-as predicated 
on the following purposes: First, 
to establish standards: second, to 
prevent fraud and deception: and 
third, to establish a system of In- 
•spection. 

In an article ju.st is.sued by the 
state departmentment of agricul¬ 
ture in the form of a prospectus 
for the 6 ?th Fniit Grow-ers and 
Farmers convention, reference to 
standardization is made as follow-s: 

“Now-, going back to our first 
convention, definite standardiza¬ 
tion ideas w-ere brought before the 
meeting in 1661. A committee to 
inve.stigate fruit shipping for com¬ 
modities originating w-est of Oma¬ 
ha recommended: 

“(1) Shipping nothing but choice 
fruit. ( 2 i fruit .should be packed 
•u.st before maturity. (3) care 
.should be exercised in packing. (4) 
careful marking of containers. (5) ■ 
uniformity in style and dimen-, 
sions of boxes.

Buying merchandise to run the 
government requires a staff of 42 
cmploj'es and the state probably 
is the largest customer of Cali¬ 
fornia busine.ss. 

Pillows to Boats 
Purchases range from feather 
pillows, cigarette papers, com cob 
pipes and ’’hot dogs" to dynamite, 
automobiles, motor trucks, heavy 
machinery and motor boats. 

All the buying is in the hands 
of J. Fred Mispley, chief of the 
bureau of purchases of the state 
department of finance, and his 41 
assistants, including five buyers 
in Sacramento, three in San Fran¬ 
cisco, and two in Los Angeles. 

WTion Mispley speaks of his pur¬ 
chases of food he takls in thou- 
chascs of food he talks in thou- 
population of 32.411 livng in the 
18 state institutions, including the 
three prisons. 

Buys for Others 
In adilition he purchases sup¬ 
plies for the slate printing plant, 
one of the largest in California, 
the department of public works, 
including the divisions of motor 
vehicles, highways, architocture, 
and others; teachers’ colleges, the 
department of agriculture and de¬ 
partment of natural resources’ di¬ 
vision of forestry, the state emer¬ 
gency relief administration and 
the harbor commission. 

I'nods are pur('ha.sed by sam¬ 
ples whirh are sent to the state’s 
pure food and drug laboratory 
at Berkeley for testing and un¬ 
less the e.xperts there give ap¬ 
proval. the food is refused. 

In addition to food for the in¬ 
mates of state institutions, the 
state purchases clothing for 
them. Most of the clothing for 
the women inmates is made in the 
institutions and pemiitting the 
state to make great savings. 

Cut-Price Dre.sses 
Thousands of yards of “close 
outs” ginghams are purchased 
each quarter. These are discon¬ 
tinued patterns of manufacturers 
and the state is able to get this 
(lrc.s.s goods at 5 cents under the 
regular price. 

Automobiles are purchased 
each month, many being re¬ 
placements of machines that 
have outlived their first cost and 
are proving an e.\peiise to the 
state in repairs. 

Fifty-five machines were pur- 
cha.sed in September, Mispley tak¬ 
ing advantage of the manufac¬ 
turers putting out their 1936 mod¬ 
els. purchased the 1935 models at 
great savings. 

Saving on Sugar 
Another saving in September 
was in the quarterly purchase of 
sugar. The state bought 350,000 
pounds of sugar at a saving of 
$1400 over the previous quarter, 
being able to take advantage of a 
drop in the market quotation. 

Oil, burning and lubricating, in 
the last year cost $1,526,139 and 
rock, sand and gravel were pur¬ 
chased for $625,027. Purchases of 
dynamite and other explosives 
were in the thou-sands of dollars. 
The explosives are used by the 
convict road gangs. 

It took 90.000 gallons of white 
lacquer to mark tra/fic lanes. 

-Much Shrychnine 
Ten thousand pounds of clean 
rags used for wipers are pur- 
chaseii each month. Another odd 
purchase was 10,000 ounces of 
strychnine at a cost of $3900. The 
poison is used by the state de¬ 
partment of agriculture in pest 
control. 

In these days of investigating 
the state government, it was dis¬ 
covered that two electric hair dry¬ 
ers were purchased by the state 
The investigators, pursuing 
what was thought would be an¬ 
other “scandal, ” found the dryers 
were purchased on a requisition 
made by a draftsman in the state 
testing laboratory. 

It developed he drew plans on 
linen and that the ink did not dry 
quickly. He was using the equip¬ 
ment to dry the ink so that he 
could speed his work.

COUNTY WPA 
UNIT LEADS 
IN STATE 

Has Fewest O’fficials 
For Number of Those 
On Relief Jobs 


Orange county took the lead in 
California today for the economy 
and efficiency of its Works Prog¬ 
ress administration. One of the 
greatest criticisms of government 
relief measures has been the large 
number of administrative workers 
required for the number of per¬ 
sons on work relief jobs. 

Orange county heads the list in 
this icspect because of the small 
number of administrative workers 
in comparison to those on work re¬ 
lief jobs. For every administra¬ 
tive worker today there were 40.5 
work relief workers, according to 
Dan Mulherron, WPA head here. 
There are 36 administrative work¬ 
ers and 1500 persons on work 
projects. 

In Los Angeles county there are 
only 6.7 persons actually on jobs 
for every administrative employe. 
In the Fresno district there is one 
administrative worker for every 
3.6 persons actually on work proj¬ 
ects. The Orange and San Diego 
county district headed by George 
■White leads all other district* In 
the state. In this district there 
are 26.3 workers on jobs for every 
administrative worker. These facts 
were brought to light at a week¬ 
end conference of WPA officials 
in San Francisco, Mr. Mulherron 
said.

Helpful Hints by County^s 
Home Demonstration Agent 


Term Browning - Finkle 
Water Program Too 
Costly, Inadequate 


When government agencies of¬ 
fered to bring the farmer up-to- 
date. they kept an extra eye on 
his domestic happiness and 
brought the last word to the farm¬ 
er's wife as well. 

Yesterday the home department 
of the Tustin farm center had its 
first cooking lesson by Miss Fran¬ 
ces Liles. Orange county's first 
home demonstration agent. She 
has recently come here from Yolo 
county where she was adviser for 
11 years. 

TTie center has been organized 
for some time, meeting informally 
to discuss gardens, children, foods 
and other topics of interest. Yes¬ 
terday morning at 10 o'clock they 
really went to school. 

Ah. Those Onions! 

Some of them didn't like to cook 
onions because the neighbors 
down the road could smell what 
they were having for dinner. So 
Miss Liles tied some onions in a 
parchment cooking paper, turned 
them into a pan which had just 
enough water to keep the paper 
from burning, and set them cook¬ 
ing, Only an occasional whiff 
came from the package of onions 
during the rest of the lecture and 
when the knot was untied, the 
onions were lifted from the nat¬ 
ural juices, containing .sulphur, 
which is indigestible to some folks, 
put into a baking dish with white 
sauce, and sprinkled with nuts 
which made a protein substitute 
for meat. They were browned in 
the oven. 

Don't Overcook 'Em 

Those with small families were 
amazed to learn how they could 
make bundles of four or five kinds 
of vegetables, put them all into 
the same pan to cook, with the 
impenetrable paper preserving the 
flavor and juices of each package. 


"If it takes more time to plow 
a furrow than it does to finish 
cooking the beans push the pan 
off the fire and let the vegetables 
cool." ailvised Miss Liles. "Don't 
over-coolt vegetables while you're 
waiting .for your husband to get 
through.’ 

Some o<f them had probably cut 
carrots io rounds for years. But 
when they began preparing the 
foods then’ were convinced by the 
logic of Miss Liles' statement that 
cutting I'egetables cross -ways 
broke the food cells and lost some 
of the nourishment, and they 
sliced the r beans and carrots the 
long way, 

"Ohs and ahs " over the econ¬ 
omy and flavor of shredding beets 
and cooking them for just 15 min¬ 
utes met Miss Liles' instruction. 

Be Careful, Teacher 

WTien the farmers' wives had 
tasted the vegetables prepared in 
the modern fa.shion. the students 
were evidently impressed- with 
Mi.ss Lilos’ instruction. For one 
of the women, famous for her nut 
bread, beg an to give her recipe in 
terms of about half or three- 
quarters" when she suddenly re¬ 
membered the instructor's advice 
to not gtye.ss but mea.sure accu¬ 
rately for consistent success in 
cooking. 

"Oh, I think I'd better go home 
and measure it all out for you 
before I gi>ve it to you," she con¬ 
cluded.

Terming it inadequate and ex¬ 
pensive. B. A. Etcheverry, Thomas 
H. Means and A. Kempkey. Or¬ 
ange county's consulting engineers, 
yesterday filed a formal report 
with the supervisors on the pro¬ 
posed Flnkle-Browning modified 
flood control plan. 

The statement signed gave 
three reasons for disapproring the 
proposed modification of the or¬ 
iginal plan. They arc: 

1. 'The ultimate capital cost of 
the Finkle-Browning plan to the 
district would be greater. 

“Constant .Menace” 

2. The inadequate degree of 
flood protection and smaller de¬ 
gree of conservation for the Santa 
Ana river would leave a constant 
menace to lives and property and 
result in the loss of water very 
much needed for the replenish¬ 
ment of an inadequate county 
water supply. 

3. The deferred units would re¬ 
sult in no flood protection and 
conservation to areas needing it 
and which in a county-wide proj¬ 
ect are entitled to it. 

The modified plan, prepared by 
C. Roy Browning, engineer for the 
Irvine company, and F. C. Finkle 
of San Bernardino, includes: 
Prado dam, 70 feet high, S5,235.- 
96.5; Santiago reservoir and chan¬ 
nel. $498,560; San Juan reservoir, 
$1,077,980; Brea reservoir, $444,- 
870. and Brea channel, $253,073. 

See Future Floods 

The engineering board report 
pointed out that in 1931, after a 
study of records from every 
stream and rainfall station in 
Southern California, a flood of 
greater crest than that of 1916, 
or a storm of less favorable dis¬ 
tribution of heavy rains than that 
of 1916. would occur in the future. 

"These very extensive data and 
studies,” the report states, "showed 
that a proper measure of the great 
flood to be taken care of was rep¬ 
resented by a relatively short flood i 
of great intensity w'th a maximum | 
crest flow of two and one-half 
times that of 1916. 'The result la 
that our plan is workable for a 
flood of greater duration and with 
a crest flow not much larger than 
that of 1916. 

"Experiences which we have 
gained since 1931, especially that 
gained from the 1932 flood on the 
San Gabriel river, have strength¬ 
ened and confirmed our opinions 
and impressed upon us that our 
estimate of size of reservoir and 
dam required at Prado should not 
be reduced. 

Dam Plan Inadequate 

“The reservoir with 180,000 acre 
feet capacity is reasonably neces¬ 
sary to control the flood which 
will occur and any less degree of 
protection would not be adequate 
or commensurate with the values 
of life and property to be pro¬ 
tected. 

"More specifically, the dam at 
Prado proposed by Messrs. Finkle 
and Browning will be 70 feet high 
with a storage capacity of 85,000 
acre feet, or less than half of the 
reservoir capacity in the adopted 
plan. This we regard as inade¬ 
quate. It will control the flood 
of 1916, assuming it occurs In the 
manner of that on the Sweetwater 
river, with a relatively small mar¬ 
gin of safety. With a flood great¬ 
er than that of 1916, or one of 
less favorable daily flow distribu¬ 
tion, such as a second flood fol- 
lowmg the first before the reser¬ 
voir had emptied, the resulting un¬ 
regulated large flow through the 
spillway would menace life and 
property. 

See Water Waste 

“The small reservoir would fur¬ 
ther have the effect of causing 
more waste into the ocean of water 
so badly needed to replenish the 
rapidly falling water plane. It 
would necessitate larger and more 
extensive levees along the river to 
protect lands, cities and people 
from the menace of floods beyond 
the capacity of an 85,000 acre foot' 
reservoir to control.” 

After pointing out the inade¬ 
quacy of the Fmkle-Browning 
plan, the engineers, in their re¬ 
port, stated flatly; 

"When we consider the great; 
flood producing potentialities of 
the Santa Ana river, and the, 
great property values lying in its j 
flood plane, the great loss of life ^ 
which will result from such! 
floods, a degree of protection less ' 
than that which we have pro- ' 
vided is not adequate, and our 
responsibility as engineers of the 
district make it impossible for us 
to conscientiously recommend any 
smaller degree of protection than 
was foum: necessary by us after ; 
months of study,” 1 

Financial Aspects 

Financial aspects of the modi¬ 
fied plan were referred to by the 
engineers, who pointed out that 
“the sole reason given by Messrs. : 
Finkle and Browning for the | 
amended report is the necessity | 
for deferring, so far as possible,

OIL AIDED BY ELECTRICITY 


New Idea For Lubrication 


LOS ANGELES, Nov, 13. (APi— 
The use of a film of electricity to 
improve lubrication was described 
to the American Petroleum In¬ 
stitute today. 

This film is the thickness of a 
wave iength of red light and is 
produced by adding to ordinary 
oil small amounts of, substances 
called “polar compounds.” 

It opens a new field of lubrica¬ 
tion. described by G. L. Clark, 
University of Illinois. B. H. Lin¬ 
coln.. Continental Oil Company. 
Ponca City, Okla., and R. R. Ster- 
rett. University of Illinois. 

"Polar” substances take on mag¬ 
netic charges easily so that each 
molecule becomes a tiny magnet. 
The.se compounds. Dr. Clark and 
his associates found, spread with 


incredible tWnness over a metal 
surface. 

In a machine, even before mov¬ 
ing metal meets moving metal, 
the surfaces set up electro-mag¬ 
netic attracUons for each other, 
which have the same dragging ef¬ 
fect as frictiiin. The investigators 
found that the film formed auto¬ 
matically by a polar compound in¬ 
sulates two metal surfaces, de¬ 
stroying this etectro - magnetic 
drag. 

The polar films also act the 
same as ordinary oil, as "slippage 
planes.” 

Dr. Clark added to regular oils 
a polar subst'jnce named methyl- 
dichlorostearate. This, he reported 
today, forms film so effective that 
they completely separate two 
metal surfaces which are brought 
within a forty-thousandth of an 
inch of each other.

SANTA ANA TIMES 
CASE GOES ON TRIAL 
AGAIN ON DEC. 19 


Affairs of the defunct Santa 
Ana Times will be dragged 
through the court again starting 
Dec 19, when the damage suit of 
D. S. Phillips against the news¬ 
paper, Crocker First Federal Trust 
company, executor of the estate 
of .Michael C. Maloney, one of the 
owners, and Dan E. Maloney, in¬ 
dividually, goes to trial. 

In his suit Mr. Phillips is de¬ 
manding $6,666.66 allegedly due 
F. O. Schroeder and later assigned 
to him. The case was tried three 
years ago and resulted in a ver¬ 
dict of $5,666.66, which judgment 
was later set aside when Judge 
C. C. Haines of San Diego granted 
a new trial on the grounds ad¬ 
vanced by the defense that Mich¬ 
ael Maloney had no right to bind 
the partnership, consisting of 
himself ..-.d brother, to any bonus 
agreement. 

The suit is based on charges 
that the Santa Ana Times, 
through Michael Maloney, had em¬ 
ployed Mr. Schroeder to increase 
bu.sinesa for the purpose of selling 
the plant, and that he had been 
promised one-third of any sum in 
excess of $100,000 o b t a in e d 
through sale of the newspaper. 
The paper was later sold to the 
Santa Ana Register for $120,000, 
and Mr. Schroeder claimed $6.- 
666.66 as his share of the pur¬ 
chase price.

In 
this connection it may be pointed 
out that there has been a time 
in the history of the United 
States when money was so cheap 
and no more favorable time for 
financing. 

"Added to this is the benefit 
of the federal grant.

BAD TAXES, AND WORSE 

G EORGIA’S Gov. Talmadge makes the front pages with 
a characteristic demand that the federal government 
stop collecting income taxes. 

We agree with the governor that all taxes are a curse, 
Including income taxes. But we suggest that the governor 
might better help us approach a taxless Utopia by in¬ 
sisting that levies other than those on incomes be re¬ 
pealed first. 

The federal government gets only about one-third of 
Its revenue from taxes on incomes of individuals and 
corporations, and other levies based broadly on the prin¬ 
ciple of ability to pay. The other two-thirds comes from 
levies on the goods and services which the people buy— 
taxes that pick the pocket without touching the pocket 
nerve. 

If the people who pay these hidden taxes—and that 
means all the people—had to pay the same amount in a 
direct and visible tax, such as the income tax is, a demand 
for government economy would sweep the country. The 
two things which contribute most to apathy toward gov¬ 
ernment expenditures are invisible taxation and ability 
to borrow cheaply through issuance of tax-exempt bonds. 

So if the, governor really wants an economy-minded 
administration in Washington, let him advocate a pay- 
as-you-go policy and the repeal of all hidden levies. In¬ 
stead of shouting against the one important painful and 
proportionate tax, which serves as a natural restraint on 
extravagance, let him call for repeal of taxes on gasoline, 
tires, motor oil, automobiles, matches, cigarets, beverages, 
toilet articles, etc. They are the taxes which with ruth¬ 
less impartiality take the pennies of the poor and the 
pennies of the rich, without either one realizing what is 
taken from him, and with utter disregard for whether the 
penny happens to be the last one in the pocket of the 
poor man or a one-billionth fraction of the fortune of the 
rich.

The Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13—Out 
’’’ of the bungled spending of the 
$4,800,000,000 comes one ray of 
sunshine. The much-ballyhooed 
$200,000,000 road building pro¬ 
gram is making progress. 

This is no particular fault of 
the administration. It is the re¬ 
sult of disdain for red tape on the 
part of one man Thomas H. Mac¬ 
Donald, head of the bureau of pub¬ 
lic roads. 

After the National Emergency 
Council emitted a great fanfare of 
publicity last summer over the 
mere fact that $15,000,000 of high¬ 
way money had been granted 
Michigan and Alabama, a deep 
silence descended on the road pro¬ 
gram. Repeated inquiries regard¬ 
ing the status of other state road 
projects were met with evasion 
or outright admission that noth¬ 
ing was moving. 

Finally, publicity agents of the 
emergency council became uneasy. 
They learned that several news¬ 
men were digging into rea.sons for 
the delay. Hurriedly the NEC 
agents started an investigation of 
their own. What they uncovered 
was startling. 

Somewhere in the maze of com¬ 
plicated work-relief machinery the 
road program had been lost. No¬ 
body could find it. 

There ensued a hectic hunt that 
finally brought them to the door 
of a committee, consisting of F. 
A. Silcox, chief forester. Mayor 
LaGuardia of New Tfork, and .Mor¬ 
ris L. Cooke, head of the Rural 
Electrification administration. 

The President had appointed 
this group to pass on the road 
projects, and it had functioned .so 
quietly that even the NEC pub¬ 
licity agents were scooped. 

But, while the committee had 
been deliberating. Road Bureau 
Chief McDonald had been func¬ 
tioning just as quietly and much 
more efficiently. 

He had taken advantage of a 
provision he had inserted in the 
administration regulations, which 
empowered his bureau to proceed 
with a "rea.sonable amount" of 
highway work solely on the advice 
of its district engineers. Slashing 
his way through red-tape barriers, 
he had distributed $118,000,000 to 
31 states out of the $200,000,000 
earmarked for roads. 

When the breathless NEC 
searchers finally struggled through 
the labyrinth and got down to 
MacDonald, they demanded to 
know why he had sought no for¬ 
mal approval for his allocations. 

“Sayl" he shot back. “I couldnt 
be bothered with all this paper 
work. Our job is to build roads 
and that is what we are doing. If 
you want a press statement, get 
it up yourselves”

L overs of liberty will salute the forthright defense 
of teachers’ rights made by U. S. Commissioner of 
Education John W. Studebaker before the Missouri State 
Teachers’ association. 

“It should be the primary concern of our professional 
education organizations,” he said, “to safeguard our edu¬ 
cational system from the straitjacketing influence of alien 
doctrines of suppression and censorship. 

“Some few among us are seeking to interfere with the 
democratic process of free inquiry by imposing restric¬ 
tions and taboos borrowed directly from the repressive 
schemes of dictatorial regimentation abroad. As pro¬ 
fessional organizations we must state our faith plainly 
and defend not only our profession, but democracy itself, 
by insisting oil freedom of thought and freedom of in¬ 
struction.” 

Attempts to dictate what educators may or may not 
teach, to impose “teachers’ oaths,” to invade the cam¬ 
puses and school rooms for the purposes of intimidation 
and punishment—these things are no more American 
than the fasces of Mussolini’s Black Shirts, the swastika 
of the Hitlerites or the hammer-and-sickle of Moscow. 
They are, as Mr. Studebaker says, borrowed methods from 
the lands of the dictators. 

It is one of the paradoxes of this land and age that 
these things are being attempted in the very name of the 
flag of freedom.
